CLEVELAND—OCTOBER 8-10, 1935

The Ohio Library Association was organized in Columbus, February 27, 1895 
with 33 members. Mr. W. H. Brett of the Cleveland Public Library was the 
first President and the first meeting of the Association was held in Cleveland, 
October 1-3, 1895. 

The Anniversary Committee is preparing a history of the Association. The 
Committee will receive with pleasure items of outstanding events in the history 
of the past 40 years. This information should be in the hands of the Chairman, 
Miss Effie Power, Cleveland Public Library by March ist. 


Planning Committee 


The key note of the mid-winter meeting of the A. L. A. in Chicago was state 
planning. Forty four states have formed planning boards and are working on 
projects for development of state wide library service. 

With this movement in mind the Executive Board of the O. L. A. recommended 
the set up of a new committee which would bring into closer relationship the three 
organizations, namely the Ohio Library Association, the Citizens’ Library Com- 
mittee and the Ohio Library Trustees’ Association. 

The members of this Committee are the presidents or chairman of the three 
organizations and the State Librarian and nine appointed members, three from 
each of the three organizations. Mr. Carl Vitz is temporary chairman of this 
Committee. 

The Planning Committee will meet in the near future and hope to form con- 
structive plans which will be of benefit to library growth and efficiency in Ohio. 


P. W. A. Work 


A letter from Mr. Carl H. Milam, Secretary of the A. L, A. dated January 24, 
1935 says “Two of us are just back from Washington. 

We think that the PWA engineer of your state and the official State Planning 
Board should have, within two or three weeks, a complete list of the present and 
near future needs for library buildings and extensions in your state, including all 
needs whether any local financing is now possible or not. Such list, we think, should 
name the place and the project (kind of building or extension), give an estimate 
of the total amount of money required, and the approximate date when construction 
could begin if the money were in hand. Your PWA engineer can presumably verify 
or correct this list of items and tell you how far in the future he wants you to look.” 


It is requested that any library contemplating such work report immediately 
to the President of the O. L. A.

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Report of Legislative Committee 


Since the October meeting in Akron the Legislative Committee has been 
interested chiefly in two matters; first, making sure that none of the emergency 
tax legislation passed by the legislature was detrimental to libraries; and second, 
endeavoring to change or to overrule the Attorney General’s opinion concerning 
the right of libraries to priority payment in intangible tax distributions. 








The Ward Bill, House Bill No. 45 providing for an income tax, as it passed 
the House on November 22nd abolished the present intangible tax from which 
most of the libraries of the State receive their entire support without giving the 
libraries any share of the income tax. An endeavor was made to persuade Mr. Ward 
to amend this bill while it was still on the floor of the House. When that endeavor 
failed the libraries of the state responded to the request of the Legislative Com- 
mittee that the senators and particularly the members of the Senate Taxation 
Committee be deluged with letters or telegrams warning of how library support 
was imperilled. The Bill was amended in the Senate Committee on Taxation to 
properly safeguard the interests of the libraries but then was defeated on the 
floor of the Senate. While the work of the Legislative Committee in this particular 
cause accomplished little, it is indicative of the need of watching carefully all pro- 
posed legislation for fear that some law may disastrously affect public libraries. 

On September 12, 1934 the Attorney General gave it as his opinion that public 
libraries should not receive priority in payments from proceeds from the Intangible 
Tax. Mr. Morison Waite of Cincinnati filed a brief with the Attorney General 
attempting to make him change his opinion. Mr. Alfred Swift Frank, an attorney 
ot Dayton, filed another brief in December but the Attorney General refused to 
reverse himself. The County Prosecutors in Lucas County, Hamilton County and 
Montgomery County after making independent investigations asserted that in 
their opinion the Attorney General was wrong, that the law did give libraries 
priority in payment and they advised their County Auditors to so make distribution. 
In Toledo and in Cincinnati the County Auditors followed the advice of the County 
Prosecutors and gave the public libraries priority. In Dayton the County Auditor 
elected to follow the opinion of the Attorney General. 


The Dayton Public Library brought mandamus proceedings against the Mont- 
gomery County Auditor and the case was heard in the Supreme Court on Wednes- 
day, January 9th. Briefs were filed by the attorney for the Dayton Public Library, 
Alfred Swift Frank, by Morison Waite as amicus curiae representing the Cincinnati 
Public Library, and by Clarence B. Laylin as amicus curiae representing the Ohio 
Library Association. Oral arguments were made by Mr. Frank and Mr. Bonham 
of Cincinnati. No argument was presented on the other side. The County Prosecu- 
tor from Montgomery County filed a letter stating that he was not appearing for 
the defendant as all he could do was to say that he agreed with the lawyer for the 
plaintiff. The Attorney General refused to appear. If the Supreme Court should 
rule that libraries do not have priority it will be necessary to propose an amend- 
ment to the law which will assure such priority being given during 1925. Mr. 
Clarence Laylin has offered to draft such an amendment if it seems necessary and 
support of such amendment has been promised by both Republican and Democratic 
Senate leaders. 


The Legislative Committee has also been interested in a movement to bring 
the State Library again into politics. Petitions have been circulated requesting 
Democrats to write to Governor Davey requesting the appointment of that Demo- 
cratic ‘war horse,’ Judge Throckmorton, as a reward for his political services. 
Many letters have been written to the Governor at the suggestion of the President 
of the Ohio Library Association informing him of the state-wide interest in keeping 
the State Library out of politics and keeping our present efficient State Librarian 
in office. Every member of the Library Board has committed himself favoring 
the retention of Mr. Noon. There does not seem to be any real danger of a political 
appointment at this time but sad experience in the past has taught the libraries of 
the State that they must always be alert to move to prevent any political appoint- 
ment before such appointment has actually been made.

The State Library 


The annual report of Mr. Paul Noon, the first trained librarian of the Ohio 
State Library since 1926, shows a creditable increase in work for the year 1934. 
Over 250,000 books were sent out through the traveling library division. Progress 
is shown in each of the ten objectives. 


1. Advisory service offered to libraries. 

2. Organization service. 

3. Promoting county library service. 

4. Adequate support for existing libraries. 

5. State wide publicity for library promotion. 

6. Improved library service for State Institutions. 

7. Providing supplementary book service to libraries, schools and com- 
munities. 

8. Direct book service to people without local library service. 

9. Encouragement and placement of technically trained libraries. 

10. Comprehensive survey of library conditions and needs in Ohio.
